The Manner in Which St. Louis and Chi- 
cago are Discriminated Against. 

“Did you see in a morning paper where rail rates 
were said to be tightasa drum?” asked a gtain 
dealer and shipper of a Post-Dispatcn reporter. 
The reporter replying that he had not seen the state- 
ment, the questionsr went on: “Well, I'll just tell 
you why 8t. Louis is receiving no corn. There area 
couple of houses, one in this market and one in 
Toledo, who have secured a cut rate to the seaboard 
from Kansas City and Atchison and, I understand, 
from St. Joe also, and they are sending corn around 
this market to Boston. They are shipping on a 
thirty-cent rate and they do it in this way: 


They ship from Kansas City or Atchison to 
Povnivedt for fifteen cents a hundred pounda, 
and thatis the recularrate to the river; from 
Davenport they get arate through to Boston of 15 
centsa hundred pounds. They can ship on the 
same rates via Louisiana, the blue Line taking corn 
vy that route.” 

“What road is taking this corn by the way of 
Davenport?” 

“The Chicago and Rock Island. They have made 
this cut rate arrangement with the St. Louis and 
Toledo houses, and are hauling corn that should 
properly come here, or through this market. But 
when Kansas City, Atchison and St. Joe can ship to 
Boston for 80 cents, there is not much show for us 
to get any corn, with Southwestern rates stiff and 
our rate to New York 34 cents.”

Anarchist Confesses—Chinese Cruisers

Germany. 
AN ANARCHIST 'S CONFESSION. 

Letpsic, December 16.—The names of the anarch- 
ists, besides Remsdorf and Bachmann, whose trial 
began yesterday for attempting to cause an explo- 
sion at the unveiling of the Niederwald monument 
to Germany, are Kuechlen, Rupsch, Holzauer, 
Soehngen, Reenbach and Toellner. The trial will 
last all week. Four counsel are employed: for the 
defense. Rupsch confesses that Reinsdorf ordered 
him to fire the mine. This consisted of a large 
stone jar and giass bottle, filled with dynamite fur- 
nished with percussion caps. To this a fuse was 4t- 
tached and the whole placed inthe drain which 
crosses the road about ten minutes walk from 
the Niederwald. He was ordered to fire the train 
when the Emperor William's carriage was fifty feet 
distant from the drain, by applying a lighted cigar 
to the end of the fuse placed at 
the side of the roadway. Rupsch asserts 
that he was unwilling to effect the explosion, only 
applied an unlighted cigar. Kuechlen upbraided 
Rupsch for his failure, and the latter gave as an 
explanation of the failure that the fuse, being wet 
failed tolight. Kuechlen then told Rupsch to place 
a new tinder in the fuel to explode the mine. When 
the Emperor was returning, Rupsch returned to the 
drain, fastened a fresh tinder to the fuse, 
but cut the fuse two metres from the charge. When 
the Emperor returned to the proper spot Rupsch 
applied the burning cigar tothe fuse and walked 
away. Kuechlen was very angry at the second 
failure. When the road was ciear of peopie he re- 
moved the dynamfte to the grand pavilion at 
Rudesheim, where the concert was in progress. 
Kuechien thereupon sneaked away. Rupsch ex- 
ploded the dynamite ten paces from the pavilion 
and ran away. He declares he only wished to see 
the unveiling of the monument without expense, 
and he intended from the first to frustrate the mur 
derous plan. 

CONDEMNING THE REICHSTAG’S ACTION.

The Rush for Diplomatic and Con- 


sular Appointments, | 
| 
Salaries Paid Ministers and Consuls—The 
Most Desirable Missions — Interesting 


Pointers for Applicants—Battle-Searred 
Veterans in Congress—General Grant’s 
Fortune. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WasuINneTon, December 16.—Probably the mos 
sought after of the plums which President Cleve- 
land is to distribute are the diplomatic and consular 
offices, which take those holding them abroad. The 
rush for these is already something tremendous. 
Men long forgotten, who were once of» greater or 
less prominence in public life, are coming to the 
front urging their claims totbis or that diplomatic 
mission, and loca! politicians are announcing that 
they expect to go abroad in the capacity of consul 
to this or that country. Of course, Mr. Cleveland 
has not been consulted in many, if any, of these 
cases, but the plan is to bring such pressure through 
prominent political leaders that he cannot fail of 
action. In view of this tremendous demand for 
these places something about them and their pay 
may prove interesting. The Ministers to France, 
Englani, Russia and Germany get $17,500 per year 
each. Those to Spain, Austria, Japan, China, 


and Peru $10,000 each; Turkey, Belgium, Nether- 
lands, Sweden and Norway, Hawaii and Argentine 
Republic, $7,500 each; Corea, Liberia, Switzerland, 
Denmark, Portugal, Siam, Persia, Hayti, $5,000 
each; Consuls-General at London, Paris, Madrid, 
Rio de Janeiro, $6,000 each; at Calcutta and 
Shanghai, $5,000 each; at Berlin, Kanagawa, Mon- 
treal.and Panama, $4,000 each; at St. Petersburg, 
Frankford, Halifax and Ecuador, $8,000 each. The 
salaries of Consuls at Foo Chow, Hankow, Canton, 
Amoy, Tien-Tsin, Chin-Kiang, Ningpo and Callao 
are $3,500 each; at Manchester, Glasgow, Demarara, 
Belfast, Havre, Matanzas, Vera Cruz, Aspinwall, 
Nagaska, Osaka, Valparaiso, $3,000 each; at Tun- 


stall, Sheffield, Leith, Victoria, Marseilles, 
Bordeaux, - Lyons, Hamburg, Bremen, 
Dresden, Confuegos, St. Thomas, 


Smyrna, and Athens $2,500 each; at Cork, Leeds, 
Hamilton, Kingston, Nassau. Cardiff, Port Louis, 
Sydney, San Juan, Tangier, Rotterdam, Odessa, 
Sonnberg, Nuremburg, Cologne, Chemnitz, Leipsic, 
Crefield, Trieste, Prague, Basle, Zurich, Palermo, 
Acapulco, Pernambuco, Montevideo, Tegucigalpa, 
San Juan del Norte, and Salvador, $2,000 each. 
Others run still lower, and those who accept them 
do so at the risk of political starvation. The fact is, 
our consular and diplo matic force is asa rule very 
poorly paid, so that those accepting the positions 
usually come home at the end of their service quite 
as poorasthey went. Only afew of the thousand 
places abroad pay more than the bare expenses 
necessary to a respectabis maintenance of the dig- 
nities of the position. 
BATTLE-SCARRED VETERANS. 

The frank confession of Mr. Turner of Kentucky, 
that he had been beaten by a one-legged soldier 
whén no two-legged man could be found to beat 
him in the race for Congress, suggesis some in- 
quiries about the members of Congress who know 
how cold lead feels. There are two men in the 
House now who have lost limbsin the battle field, 
and one or more in the Senate, while there are a 
dozen or perhaps twenty who were wounded in the 
war. Mr. Oates of Alabama carries an empty 
sleeve, having lost his right arm in front of Rich- 
mond in charge of a Confederate regiment, having 
been wounded no less than six times 
during his war service. Mr. Hen- 
dernson of Iowa walks with a wooden leg, 
having lost his leg at the battle of Conrith, while 
serving as an officer in the Union army. Only a 
close observer would note the fact that he walked 
with an artificial leg, and but a few days ago a gen- 
tleman here lost a bet which he had made against 
the assertion that Mr Henderson had lost a leg. In 
the Senate each of South Carolina's Representa- 
tives, Senators Butler and Hampton, has had the 
experience of parting with a leg, though only one, 
Senator Butler, lost his in the war. He left his 
right leg on the field of Brandy Station in 1863. It 
is odd that a man whose bravery no one doubts 
should have served through the war of the Rehbel- 
lion and come out whole to lose his leg by being 
thrown from a horse, but this is the expe- 
rience of Wade Hampton, also of South 
Carolina. Each of these gentlemen has learned to 
use the artificial leg now so ingeniously made that 
the average observer seldom notes its substitution 
for that which nature provided. Congressman 
Hawk, who was a member of last Congress, dying 


| in his term of service, couid not use the ordinary 


artificial leg of to-day, and was obliged to content 
himself with a plain wooden contrivance suppli- 
mented by a heavy cane. Another member of that 
Congress, who had lost a limb in battle was Col. 
Hocker 5f Mississippi,who carried an empty sieeve, 
Among others in the Forty-seventh and Forty- 
eighth Congresses who were wounded in battles of 
the late war were Hewitt, Herbert and Herndon of 
Alabama, Senator Miller of California, Davidson of 
Florida, Smith of Illinois, Keifer and Robinson of 
Ohio, Shallenberger of Pennsylvania, Richardson, 
Evins and Aiken of South Carolina, and Cabell and 
Fulkerson of Virginia. Some of these have two or 
three, and in one or two cases as high as six wounds. 
There is one other whose name has not been men- 
tioned, a member of the present House, whom the 
gossips accuse of carrying a scar, but asthe 
tradition further locates itin his back mention of 
his name is kindly omitted. It is a curious fact, 
too,that while the States that were in rebellion have 
but about one-fourth the total members of the 
House and Senate, there are more than double the 
number of ex-Confederates in the above list that 
there are ex-Union solaiers. 
GEN. GRANT'S FORTUNE. 

The proposition to pension Gen. Grant and his 
prompt refusal to accept such pension has revived 
a good deal of inquiry aud gossip about his finan- 
cial condition. The latest statement to be had here, 
and it agrees ina measure with statements made 
months ago, is that the fund of $200,000 raised for 
the General by George Jones, several years ago, has 
pretty much meited away by the unfortunate in 
vestment df it. When the fund was completed, so 
tiie story goes, there was a conference held to de 
termine what should be done with it, and in spite of 
the opposition of some eminent financiers it was 
détermined to invest it in Wabash “preferred” 
stock. The stock was bought at about 
ninety cents on the dollar, but, as the 
story goes, has gradually fallen since the boom 
caused by this purchase subsided, until now it is 
worth but about one-sixth what it originally cost, 
the splended gift having thus dwindled, by the bad 
investment of the donors themselves, to about 
$40,000 in present cash value. He has still his posi- 
tion as president of the Mexican National Rail- 
way, worth $10,000 a year, but that, it is said, is 
liable to lapse next year. Letters from New York 
received here say that the General is very badly 
broken since the financial misfortunes of last spring 
and seems greatly changed, ang that for the 
worse.

Could Out of It—A Skeleton of Secretary 
Amps’ Eight-Day Deposition. 


The deposition of August E. Ambs, late secretary 
of the Ambs Distilling Company, in the case of 


this morning by Commissioner Davis in Judge 
Lubke’s court. Itis a very bulky document, and 
has not till to-day been accessible to newspaper 
men. Mr. Ambs testifies that he is now book-keeper 
for J. H. Schroeder & Co., liquor dealers, of which 
firm his brother, C. A. Ambs, is the company. Un- 
til the failure C. A. Ambs was vice-president of the 
Jacob Ambs Distilling Company, and witness’ 
father, Jacob Ambs, was its president. Schroeder 
used to lend money to the Ambs Distilling Com- 
pany, but was in nowise a relative of the Ambs fam- 
ily, he himself being engaged in the saloon 


and grocery business, and buying 
his supplies of the distilling com- 
pany. The books of the Ambs Distilling 


Company were kept by G. F. Mueller, and witness 
at calewvela su < there. Witness, however, 
drew the checks of the corporation. When mone 
was borrowed by the company from Schroeder, it 
was not for a definite time, so it was customary to 
give the firms check for the amount to Schroeder, 
to be used when he saw fit, he being required to 
notify the company in advance when he intended 
to present the check to be . At the time of 
the failure there were about six of these checks, ag- 

ng abvut un in the 
Sch er, some of 
them he had been carrying possibly three 
or four months. Witness never heard any reason 
stated why these checks were carried by Schroeder 
so long without presentation. Besides these checks 
Schroeder held notes evidencing indebtedness of the 
company to him to the amount ef $3,500 more, for 
money advanced, these notes having been given at 
intervals when the advances made any considerable 
total. The entries of these advances were all made 
in a petty cash-book which witness kept, and these 
were posted from the petty cash-book to the general 
or regular cash-book, and thence to the ledger, 
which correctly shows the state of the account at 
the time of the failure. The checks were not 
charged against Schroeder when issued, but only 
when he got them cashed, neither were the notes 
charged till paid, hence the ledger shows ail the ad- 
vances made by Schroeder, but

AE TS ETT 
TREATIES AND STATUTES, 

Several New York papers are indulging in a 
protracted worry over the theoretic powers and 
obligations of the House with reference to 
treaties. The loose way in which the constitu- 
tion is usually misquoted as declaring treaties 
“the supreme law of the land,” is responsihle 
for a good deal of needless anxiety about the 
serious consequences that might result from a 
possible conflict between the legislative power 
and the treaty-making power—between statutes 
and treaty provisions. Practically there is 
little danger of any such conflict, because the 
President and Senate are careful to avoid any 
occasion for it, and treaties requiring the con- 
currence of Congress in the execution of their 
provisions are customarily made with express 
reservation that their binding force shall de- 
pend on such concurrence. . 

A treaty which neither conflicts with exist- 
ing laws nor requires additional legislation to 
enforce its provisions can be made and executed 
by the President and Senate regardless of the 
will of the House. 

But when the faith of the nation is uncondi- 
tionally pledged by treaty te repeal certain ex- 
isting laws or enact new ones, then the treaty- 
making power has undertaken what it has not 
the authority nor the powerto do. If the 
House refuses its assent tothe promised legis- 
lation, such assent cannot be wrung from it by 
mandamus or otherwise. It is the sole judge 
of its own duties and obligations, and it has 
from the beginning denied that it was under 
any obligation to lend ‘force to every treaty. 
which might be made. By refusing concur- 
rence in the necessary legislation after the 
treaty has been unconditionally ratified, the 
House may put the nationin the attitude of 
violating its faith, and the other party to the 


treaty may declare war, or _ resort 
to other coercive means of redress, 
only to find our whole country 


ready perhaps to pour out its blood and treas- 
ure in support of the obstinate House. Our 
treaty makers, therefore, have to do their 
work in full view of the fact that the House is 
liable to exercise its power to nullify certain 
sorts of treaties. 

When neither regard for the national 
pledges nor dread of foreign war can 
induce Congress to change statutes that con- 
flict with the provisions of a treaty already 
entered into, the provisions aforesaid must sim- 
ply remain a dead letter. In defining the supreme 
law of the land, the Constitution names, first, 
its own provisions; next, “‘the laws made in 
pursuance thereof ;” last, ‘‘treaties made, or to 
be made, under the anthority of the United 
States.” In its recent decision of the head 
money cases, referring to the plea that the 
statute was in conflict with our treaties, the 
United States Supreme Court said: 

Weare of the opinion that so far as the provi- 
sions in the act may be found to be in conflict with 


any treaty with'a foreign nation, the statute must 
prevail in all the judicial courts of this country. 


It follows that in this country the work of 
the treaty-making power is, and must be, sub- 
ordinate to that of the law-making power so 
far as our internal laws and administration 
are concerned; and, knowing this fact, our 
treaty-makers feel it incumbent on them to 
keep the national faith free from any engage- 


ment which Congress may repudiate.

AMID general complaints of depression it is 


cheerful to note the many branches of business 
in which wages and employment are alike undi- 
minished. The newspapers of the country 
have maintained the same schedules of salaries 
and the same amount of work as in flush times, 
The breweries have not felt called on to an- 
nounce any reductions. The wages of domestic 
servants have undergone no change. In public 
life we need hardly say that the gentlemen 
who live upon the proceeds of taxation flourish 
quite as pleasantly asany time. The police- 
man, the school marm, the clerk at the City 
Hall and his cousin in theservice of Uncle 
Sam alike enjoy the emoluments of better days. 
There are numberless classes of our citizens 
who are aware of the existence of hard times 
only by observing the condition of others. 


THE official opinion of State Senator McGtrn- 
NIS that the existence of the St. Louis delega- 
tion asa standing committee tends to main- 
tain the rivalry between the city and the coun- 
try members and thus thwarts legislation, 
should lead every good citizen to wish that the 
committee may be continued. At the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature the whole city was kept 
in a constant state of terror and alarm over the 
prospect that the St. Louis delegation would 
succeed in securing the passage of some of their 
laws and our officials and citizens were kept 
flying up to Jefferson City to nullify their ac- 
tions, If we could be reasonably assnred that 
no legislation proposed by the St. Louis delega- 
tion had any chance of enactment, it would be 
indeed a consolation.

Failure of Prohibition, 
Dr. Dio Lewis. 

I have recently been out to the Rocky Mountains, 
and on my way East I got off the train at sev- 
eral of the largecities, and amongother things made 
inquiry into the practical benefits the public re 
ceived from the enactment of prohibition laws. In 
places where I had been told an intoxicating drink 
could not be obtained for love or money at any 
store, I saw a man reeling on the streets in an almost 
helpiess state of drunkenness. In Iowa City, where 
prohibition is supposed to be enforced, I saw from 
seventy-five to one hundred kegs of beer delivered 
on trucks from a brewery. I askea a resident of 
this place, “Howis it that such an open violation 
of the law and snch a bold defiance of public senti- 
ment is permitted?” ‘Well,’ said he, “the brewer 
has given us to understand that any one who inter- 
fered with his private affairs took his life im his 
hand, and no one has yet appeared who has had 
sufficient courage toenforce the law. This brewer 
means what he says, and I don’t know of any one 
among us willing to become a martyr to the cause 
of prohibition.” For many reasons I believe in 
temperance, but am of the opinion that prohibition 
is simply a wild theory; that in practice 1t has not 
met the claims of its supporters, and as an aid to 
the cause of temperance it is a failure. 


A Good Lesson.

Governor Crittenden has had recently brought 
home to him the worth of Governor Cleveland's 
golden maxim, ‘Public office is a public trust.” At 
desperado confined in the Penitentiary at Jefferson 
City was employed around the Governor's house.

MISSOURI DEMOCRATS, 


Mack’s Opinion of Their Leaders and As- 
pirauts for Office. 
[Interview in the Cinctnnati Enquirer.] 

When the Governor had left us, 1 asked Mr. Mc- 
Cullagh what would be the average verdict of the 
people upon the administration of Governor Critten- 
den. 

“I think to-day that 75 per cent. of the people of 
the State approve of Itis course. He has brought or- 
der and a respect for Jaw out of one of the most dis- 
orderly communities.

“Are there many patriots here who will expect

Blair's friends knifed Broadhead when he ran for 
Congress. Itisafactthat no good reason can be 
advanced why he should go intothe Cabinet. But 
if there was, youcan see that Vest and Cockrell 
would not be willing to havea Cabinet officer from 
their State todivide with them the distribution of 
the nage, and who would overshadow them 
with party workers. Thetruth is that Missouri 
Democrats are hungrier than those of any other 
State, and, as the majority was large, 
oy at expect the rewards to be in proportion 
to vote. Bosides that, the Senators do not 
want to be forced totake sides between the aspir- 
ants for high places from their own State, and this 
is especially true of Mr. Vest. He realizes that 
Texas, with her majority of 132,000 is entitlea 
to more consideration than Missouri, and Arkansas 
next to Texas.

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Wasuineton, December 15.—The original of the 
following letter from the late Vice-President of the 
Confederacy is in the possession of Gen. Sherman. 
It has a direct bearing on the pending controversy 
between the General and Jefferson Davis. It is 
doubtful whether the latter has ever seen the 
opinion which Mr. Keaton gives in this letter of the 
President of the Confederacy. It will be seen that 
Mr. Stephens does not hesitate to intimate his belief 
that Mr. Davis was aiming at absolute power, and 
to charge that the question of a dictatorship was 
advocated by journals recognized as organs of his 
Administration. The letter has much historic value. 

THE LETTER. 
“CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ga., April 5, 1864. 

“My Dear Srn—Your letter of the 6th instant has 
just reached me, and Idevote afew leisure mo- 
ments to you in reply this evening, because I do not 
know that I shall have time to do it in the morning 
before the mail closes, I wrote youa pretty long 
letter day before yesterday, and feel no disposition to 
prolong the discussion. If after reading that you 
are still of the opinion that the act suspending the 
writ of habeas corpus in certain cases does not at- 
tempt to confer upon the President and others under 
him the power to arrest and to hold persons arrest- 
ed without preper warrant under oath, a power that 
they could not exercise without it, then it is useless 
to say more; and if, after reading that letter and 
the order of Gen. Cooper alluded to in it, you are 
still of the opinion that personal liberty is not 
jeopardized by it, that no blow is struck by it at the 
very ‘vitals of liberty,’ then, indeed, you would not 
believe though one were to rise from the dead. So 
no more on those points. 


ANTIPATHY TO DAVIS. 

“I wish barely to say a few things on some other 
points. After speaking of the commendable tone 
of the Milledgeville s b, you say: ‘Yet below the 
surface your antipathy to the President is percepti- 
ble toany one acquainted with your opinions of the 
man’ (underscoring mine), and on this point you 
say: ‘I think you had as well have fully unbottled

7. know nothing of it—I have heard nothing 
of it. 
GREATER OBJECTS IN VIEW. 

“As to the late movement on the action of Geor- 
gia upon the subject of the habeas corpus and the 
resolution in relation to the terms upon which peace 
should be sought, ithink Iknow as much as any- 
body else If any one is responsible for it no one 
is more so than myself. It is true that those resolu- 
tions were not drawn up by me, but they were pre- 
pared by Linton, after full consultation—prepared 
at his house before he weut to Milledgeville, and as 
for Mr. Davis or his administration they had but 


so far as they fail within the scope of the point as 
stated. They did not rise tothe dignity of a mo- 
ment’s serious consideration or thought one way or 
the other. Greater objects by far were then en- 
grossing my attention, and Linton’s too, I think. As 
for Mr. Davis, 1 repeat again I have no feelings of 
antipathy, much less hostility. 
SUSPICION AND JEALOUSY. 
“What — you may think I entertain of 
him as you intimate I know not, but I have no hesi- 
ney in stating to you freely and frankly aud most 
nfidentially what my opinions of him are; they 
are much more akin to ve and jealousy than 
of animosity or hate. While 1 do not,and never 
have regar him as agreat man or statesman 
on alargescale, ora man of any marked genius, 
yet 1 have regarded him as man of good inten- 
tions, weak and vaciliating,timid, petulant, feverish, 
obstinate, but not firm. Iam now beginning to 
doubt his good intentions. I say doubt, for after 
watching him closely lam not satisfied in my own 
mind or arrived at any conclusion whether some 
of his shortcomings are to be attributed to weak- 
ness or bad purposes. These are my real senti- 
ments, and my reasons for them are these: Since 
his first elevation to power he has changed many ot 
his State-rigbts principles, asin case of conscrip- 
tion. His whole policy on the organization and 
discipline of army is perfectly consistent with the 
hypothesis that he is aiming at absolute power. 
Not a word has come from him of military us 
oe mn the orders for martial law by Bragg and 

an Dorn on the whole system of passports and 
provost marshais, which is utterly wrong and with- 
out authority of law. After all that may be said 
or written by myself and others against these 
usurpations, not one word has escaped Mr. Davis 
showing his disapprovai of them. 

DICTATORSHIP. 
“Again, it is weliknown that the subject of a dic- 
tatorship has been mooted, taiked of and discussed 
in private and in the public journals, and that the 
most earnest advocates of such a course, the vir- 
tual doing away with Congress and the Constitution, 
have been editors near him—right under his nose—. 
editors of journais recognized at the time to be the 
organs of the Administration.

TREATIES AND STATUTES, 

Several New York papers are indulging in a 
protracted worry over the theoretic powers and 
obligations of the House with reference to 
treaties. The loose way in which theconstitu- 
tion is usually misquoted as declaring treaties 
“the supreme law of the land,” is responsihle 
for a good deal of needless anxiety about the 
serious consequences that might result. from a 
possible conflict between the legislative power 
and the treaty-making power—between statutes 
and treaty provisions. Practically there is 
little danger of any such conflict, because the 
President and Senate are careful to avoid any 
occasion for it, and treaties requiring the con- 
currence of Congress in the execution of their 
provisions are customarily made with express 
reservation that their binding force shall de- 
pend on such concurrence, . 

A treaty which neither conflicts with exist- 
ing laws nor requires additional legislation to 
enforce its provisions can be made and executed 
by the President and Senate regardless of the 
will of the House. 

But when the faith of the nation is uncondi- 
tionally pledged by treaty to repeal certain ex- 
isting laws or enact new ones, then the treaty- 
making power has undertaken what it has not 
the authority nor the powerto do. If the 
House refuses its assent tothe promised legis- 
lation, such assent cannot be wrung from it by 
mandamus or otherwise. It is the sole judge 
of its own duties and obligations, andit has 
from the beginning denied that it was under 
any obligation to lend ‘force to every treaty 
which might be made. By refusing concur- 
rence in the necessary legislation after the 
treaty has been unconditionally ratified, the 
House may put the nationin the attitude of 
violating its faith, and the other party to the 


treaty may declare war, or _ resort 
to other coercive means of redress, 
only to find our whole country 


ready perhaps to pour out its blood and trcas- 
ure in support of the obstinate House. Our 
treaty makers, therefore, have to do their 
work in full view of the fact that the House is 
liable to exercise its power to nullify certain 
sorts of treaties. 

When neither regard for the national 
pledges nor dread of foreign war can 
induce Congress to change statutes that con- 
flict with the provisions of a treaty already 
entered into, the provisions aforesaid must sim- 
ply remain a dead letter. In defining the supreme 
law of the land, the Constitution names, first, 
its own provisions; next, “the laws made in 
pursuance thereof ;” last, ‘‘treaties made, or to 
be made, under the anthority of the United 
States.” In its recent decision of the head 
money cases, referring to the plea that the 
statute was in conflict with our treaties, the 
United States Supreme Court said: 

Weare of the opinion that so far as the provi- 
sions in the act may be found to be in conflict with 


any treaty with'a foreign nation, the statute must 
prevail in all the judicial courts of this country.

Failure of Prohibition.

I have recently been out to the Rocky Mountains, 
and on my way East I got off the train at sev- 
eral of the largecities, and amongother things made 
inquiry into the practieal benefits the public re 
ceived from the enactment of prohibition laws. In 
places where I had been told an intoxicating drink 
could not be obtained for love or money at any 
store, I saw a man reeling on the streets in ap almost 
helpiess state of drunkenness. In Iowa City, where 
prohibition is supposed to be enforced, I saw from 
seventy-five to one hundred kegs of beer delivered 
on trucks from a brewery. I askea a resident of 
this place, “How is it that such an open violation 
of the law and such a bold defiance of public senti- 
ment is permitted?” ‘Well,’ said he, “the brewer 
has given us to understand that any one who inter- 
fered with his private affairs took his life im his 
hand, and no one has yet appeared who has had 
sufficient courage to enforce the law. This brewer 
means what he says, and I don’t know of any one 
among us willing to become a martyr to the cause 
of prohibition.” For many reasons I believe in 
temperance, but am of the opinion that prohibition 
is simply a wild theory; that in practice it has not 
met the claims of its supporters, and as an aid to 
the cause of temperance it is a failure. 


A Good Lesson.

following letter from the late Vice-President of the 
Confederacy is in the possession of Gen. Sherman. 
It has a direct bearing on the pending controversy 
between the General and Jefferson Davis. It is 
doubtful whether the latter has ever seen the 
opinion which Mr. Keaton gives in this letter of the 
President of the Confederacy. It will be seen that 
Mr. Stephens does not hesitate to intimate his belief 
that Mr. Davis was aiming at absolute power, and 
to charge that the question of a dictatorship was 
advocated by journals recognized as organs of his 
Administration. The letter has much historic value. 
THE LETTER. 
“CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ga., April 5, 1864. 

“My Dear Sin—Your letter of the 6th instant has 
just reached me, and Idevote afew leisure mo- 
ments to you in reply this evening, because I do not 
know that I shal] have time to do it in the morning 
before the mail closes, I wrote youapretty long 
letter day before yesterday, and feel no disposition to 
prolong the discussion. If after reading that you 
are still of the opinion that the act suspending the 
writ of habeas corpus in certain cases does not at- 
tempt to confer upon the President and others under 
him the power to arrest and to hold persons arrest- 
ed without preper warrant under oath, a power that 
they could not exercise without it, then it is useless 
to say more; and if, after reading that letter and 
the order of Gen. Cooper alluded to in it, you are 
still of the opinion that personal liberty is not 
jeopardized by it, that no blow is struck by it at the 
very ‘vitals of liberty,’ then, indeed, you would not 
believe though one were to rise from the dead. So 
no more on those points. 


ANTIPATHY TO DAVIS. 

“I wish barely to say a few things on some other 
points. After speaking of the commendable tone 
of the Milledgeville speech, you say: ‘Yet below the 
surface your antipathy to the President is percepti- 
ble to any one acquainted with your opinions of the 
man’ (underscoring mine), and on this point you 
say: ‘I think you had as well have fully unbottled 
your wrath; for, after all, you are as weil under- 
stood, in the estimation of the country, to be hos- 
tile as if you bad avowed it;’ and you go on to say 
that I will necessarily be classed ‘with those whose 

Ipable object it is to organize a party in opposi- 
ion to thed Aministration,’ underscoring all mine;

has misled my judgment or I have allowed my ap- 
tipathy to him to mislead my pana.

I assure youl have no an- 
tipat by to Mr. Davis, nor am I hostile to him; and

-_ know nothing of it—I have heard nothing 
of it. 

GREATER OBJECTS IN VIEW. 

“‘As to the late movement on the action of Geor- 
gia upon the subject of the habeas corpus and the 
resolution in relation to the terms upon which peace 


body else If any one is responsible forit no one 
is more so than myself. It is true that those resolu-

As 
for Mr. Davis, I repeat again I have no feelings of 
antipathy, much less hostility. 
SUSPICION AND JEALOUSY. 
“What opinions you may think I entertain of 
him as you intimate I know not, but I have no hesi- 
fpnoy in stating to you freely and frankly and most 
nfidentially what my opinions of him are; they 
are much more akin to suspicion and jealousy than 
of animosity or hate. While I do not,and never 
have reg him as agreat man or statesman 
on alargescale, ora man of any marked genius, 
yet I have regarded him as man of good inten- 
tions, weak and vaciliating,timid, petulant, feverish, 
obstinate, but not firm. Iam now beginning to 
doubt his good intentions. I say doubt, for after 
watching him closely lam not satisfied in my own 
mind or arrived at any conclusion whether some 
of his shortcomings are to be attributed to weak- 
ness or bad purposes. These are my real senti- 
ments, and my reasons for them are these: Since 
his first elevation to power he has changed many ot 
his State-rigbts principles, asin case of conscrip- 
tion. His whole policy on the organization and 
discipline of army is perfectly consistent with the 
hypothesis that he is aiming at absolute power. 
Not a word has come from him of military us 
a mn the orders for martial law by Bragg and 
an Dorn on the whole system of passports and 
provost marshais, which is utterly wrong and with- 
out authority of law. After all that may be said 
or written by myself and others against these 
usurpations, not one word has escaped Mr. Davis 
showing his disapprovai of them. 
DICTATORSHIP. 
“Again, it is weliknown that the subject of a dic- 
tatorship has been mooted, taiked of and discussed 
in private and in the public journals, and that the 
most earnest advocates of such a course, the vir- 
tual doing away with Congress and the Constitution, 
have been editors near him—right under his nose—, 
editors of journais recognized at the time to be the 
organs of the Administration. Now it seems to me 
Strange that this should be so, and men holding and 
advocating sueh sentiments for months should hold 
such ne&r relation to him if such sentiments were 
distastefultohim. These are bad signs me, yet 
they are not conclusive evidences of bad objects or 
intentions on his part. They leave me in doubt, 
but certainly awaken my suspicion and watchful 
jealousy. The teach me tobe on my guard, and 
they should, in my opinion, put the whole country 
on their guard. ‘The price of liberty is eternal vigi- 
lance. But again I assure youl feel no more hos- 
tility to him than I do to you, and great numbers I 
meet who see no dangers in these things. M 
hostility and wrath (and I[ have enoug 
of it to burst ten thousand bottles), is not against 
him or any man or men, but ainst the t..ing—the 
measure and the policy, which | see is leading us to 
despotism. If you can understand and appreciate 
this position and these feelings, then you cau un- 
derstand me, and if you caanot, then you do not un- 
derstand we and cannot: but I trust you do, 
A WRONG IMPRESSION. 
“How you could bave got the impression or en- 
tertained the thought that I Bad an weet arr | to 
Mr. Davis or was hostile to him, is strange and up- 
accountable tome. You surely have heard me in 
conversation speak of his weakness and imbeciliry, 
but certainly wiih no bitterness of feeiing, and what 
1 have said on this subject has always been more in 
sorrow than anger. ibad no more feeling of re- 
sentment toward him for these than I| had tow- 
ard the defects and infirmities of my poor old Wind 
and deaf dog that you saw when you were here. 
Poor old ‘Ris,’ ne is dead now and gone to his ioug 
rest. Peace to his ashes and honor to his memory. 
While 1 deplore his infirmities, 1 certainiy havé’.no 
feeling of unkindness for bim. 
THE ADMINISTRATION. 
“Asto what yousay about the Administration, 
one word: Lhardly know whatidea you attach to 
this term as used by you. lf you mean the Cabinet,

A Plan to Increase the City’s Reve. 
pues, 


The Charter Amendment Looking Towards 
a New Adjustment of Taxes in the New 
Limit Strip of St. Louis. 


At a meeting of the committee of the House of 
Delegates on charter amendinents yesterday even- 
ing, it was proposed to substitute for Section 2, Ar- 
ticle V, of the City Charter the following: 

“The Assembly may increase the rate of taxation 

for both municipal purposesand the payment of 
the public debt, or either of them, from time to 
time, as it may deem expedient, upon all property 
within the extended limitsof the city, until the 
same rate of taxation shall prevail over the entire 
city, provided such increase shall not in any one 
year exceed one-tenth of one percentum on each 
class of taxes above specified; orin lieu of the 
above plan the Assembly may from time to time by 
ordinance extend the rate of taxation prevailing in 
the old city limits over so much of the territory em- 
braced in the new city limits as may be designated 
in said ordinance, until the entire territory of the 
new limits shall by these means have been subject- 
ed to the same rate of taxation prevailing elsewhere 
throughout the city ” 

The meaning of this amendment will become 
more apparent when the reader understands what 
the section is which itis proposed toamend. It 
reads thus: 

“Section2. The Assembly may increase the 
rate of taxation for both municipal pur- 


a and the yment of _ the public 
ebt, or for either of them from time to time, as it 
may deem expedient, upon all property within the 
extended limits of said city which shall have been 
laid out in building lots and which shal! have six or 
more substantial dwelling-houses, store-houses, or 
public houses on each block, or space equivalent to 
a block, of an assessed value of not less than $6,000 


in the agyregate, 

When the city limits were extended to their pres- 
ent situation, and when the charter was being 
brought into existence, the interests represented in 
the strip of territory which wasto be added to the 
md of St. Louis madeastrong and successful 
fight for a lower rate of taxation than 
that which was to obtain in the 
remainder of the city. It was represented with 
much force that much of the mud broughtin was 
actually in use for farming and market gardening 
purposes, and that it would be unfair to collect the 
same rate from this territory as from the other.

Judge Treat Refuses to Foreclose the Ore 
and Steel Company’s Mortgage. 

In the United States Ciréuit Court, this morning, 

Judge Treat heard the arguments of coun- 

sel in the matter of the St. Louis Ore and 


Steel Company. Messrs. Edgar and Lackland on 
behalf of certain bondholders of tne Vulcan Steel 
Works, made an application for a foreclosure of a 
mortgage of $1,000,0000n the works. they being 
trustees under the mortgage securing the bonds.

& Lackland, Mr. FE. T. Allen for Oliphant, 
Dyer, Lee & Ellis for the Ore and Steel Works, 
Mr. Fenkelnburg of Hitchcock, Fenkelnburg & 
Madill for the receiver, and Messrs. Overall & Jud- 
son for the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company of 
New York, were all present besidesa numberof 
other attorneys ana interested parties. 
Judge Treat told General Noble to proceed.

The signatures attached to the application 
now presented were signatures procured prior 
to the first of October for another application, 
which had been abandoned. 

General Noble said this must have been an after- 
thought of Mr. Coffin’s, He bad sufficient signa’ 
tures, representing over 520 bonds, to be entitled to 
proceed without the signatures of Mg, Coffin and 
those whom he representéd. Besides, 
he could produce  counter-affidavits tending 
to show that Mr. Coffin was present.at the meeting 
at which these signatures were obtained and did 
not consent to have the application made. Here 
quite a little discussion followed which Judge Treat 
cut short summarily and said the 
gentlemen were going outside of the record.

Almost One Thousand Violent Deaths 
in the City During the Year.

Homicides and Suicides of the Last Twelve 
Months—A Ghastly Array of Figures— 
Some Curious Cases Which the Coroner 
Never Cleared Up. 


Nearly a thousand of the deaths which have oc. 
curred in this city during the year just closing were 
of a violent or mysterious character and were re- 
ferred to the Coroner for his in- 
vestigation. Of this number eighty-one de 
veloped to be cases of suicide and twenty-six cases 
of homicide. Of the suicides sixty-two were males 
and nineteen females, seventy-nine white and two 
colored.

OVERPOPULATION, 


Germany's Yearly Increase Surpasses 
Other European Countries. 
From the Contemporary Review. 
Germany is growing fast a pre-eminently in- 
dustrial country, for which the export of its 
uctions isthe condition of providing the 
population with food and raw materials, and at 
thesame time her population is increasing more 
rapidly than that of any other country. The 
i yearly increase on 10,000 inhabitants 
since 1831 was in France 26, in Great Britain 
101, in Germany 115, notwithstanding a large: 
emigration. The population of the German 
Empire in its present limits was in round num- 
bers 25,000,000 in 1816; it ismow 45,250,000, 
while 3,500,000 have emigrated. This increase 
results almost exclusively from the excess of 
births over deaths, while the feeble growth of 
the French population, is still partly 
due to emigration, which proves that the 
increase of wealth is stronger than that of the 
people. In Germany it is the reverse, the 
amount of expenditure caused by the 
numbers is not equaled by a correspondingly 
growing income. In Prussia the number of those 
exempt from all direct taxes—i. e., whose in- 
come did not exceed £25, had risen within five 
ears by 1,500,000; it was more than 7,000,000 
1882; the statistics of other German States 
show a similar = the poor rates have in- 
everywhere in an alarming proportion, 
and the number of vagrants and wasioe. have 
become a general plague. Our industrial pro- 
duction suffers from chronic plethora, its net 
produce does not correspond to its immense ex- 
pansion, still less is a real amelioration of the 
situation of the working classes to be discerned. 
The supply of labor generally exceeds the de- 
mand; consequently wages do not rise, and the 
lower strata of the population can absorb com- 
paratively little of the mass of products which 
are daily thrown upon the market, because the 
scantiness of their earnings does not allow them
